The * of this Subject hath occafionally been ſome 
Hundred of Pounds Joſs to me, in my private Affairs: Bur 1 
would gladly ſuffer an Impriſonment ſor Life, it I could thereby 
occaſionally make the Miferable Poor ſo Happy in themſelves, 
and ſo ſerviceable to both KIN G and Kingdem, as (I think) they 
are capable of being made; when our Legeſlature ſhall think- 
tit, to pals One Effetual, General Bill, for Relieving, Re- 
forming, and Emyleying, all the Poor of Great Britain. 

And ſuch an Impriſonment, I would much rather ſuffer, than 
get Ten Thouſand Pounds per Annum, and the Poor to con- 
tinue ſo Corrupred, and Miſcrable, as they now are. 

Altho, I've an Honour tor the Memories of thoſe brave: Ro- 
mans, who lov'd their Country, much better than them- 
ſelves + Yet I have ſtood Amaz'd, to hear Gentlemen ſay, That 
none hade EqualPd them, in ſuch their lege fer their Countr), 
Whereas many Examples are Recorded (both under the Lew and 
Goſpel) tor our Inſtruction and IMMITATION ; Which (all 
Things conſidered) have in fome Reſpects, exceeded the Re. 
mans Zeal, tor the ir Countries Gecd. To give ſome few In- 
ſtances thercof; When the Jews were in actual Rebellion, to

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Poor, would not have anſwer'd the main Deſign 
thereof: For the principal Methods intended by that 
Bill which paſt the Houſe of Commons, and of that 
which was drawn by the Commiſſioners of Trade, 
were theſe, (vz.) 

That the Officers of every Pariſh might employ all thoſe 
who received Relief, whether marry or unmarryd, upon 
any Sort of Manufactures whatſoever. And they might 
Hire ingenious Artiſts to inſtruct thoſe Poor in the ſeveral 


| Manufattures, And the Overſeers were empomer'd to buy 


Wool, Hemp, Flax, Leather, Iron, or any other Mate. 
rials to be wrought up, and thereupon to Employ their 
Poor. And when ſuch Goods were manufactur d, thoſe 
Officers were empower'd to ſell them to whomſoever would 
buy them; aud out of that Mony to deauct all their 
Charges relating thereuuto, and then the NEAT PRO. 
DUCE was to be accounted the Pariſb- Mone), and to be 
applyd towards leſſening the Pariſh Poor-Rates. And 
thoſe Pariſh-Officers were empower'd to rent Houſes, or 
build Houſes upon waſte Lands, for the Habitations of 
their Poor. 

Theſe Methods of Employing the Poor muſt have 
been very deſtructive to the induſtrious Manufactu- 
rers and honeſt Shop-keepers, or otherwiſe they would 
have increas'd the Poor-Rates in all Parts of England. 

For if the Goods thus to be made by the Pariſh- 
Poor had been well manufactur'd, Fr could have 
been afforded Cheaper than other induſtrious Me- 
chanicks could make, or honeſt Shop-keepers could 
{ell the like Goods then both the induſtrious Me- 
chanick would be depriv'd of his Labour, and the 
Shop-keeper of his Trade. For all Men would have 


4 bought thoſe Goods which were well made, and 


could be afforded cheapeſt. And fo the Pariſh-Offi- 
cers would have engroſs'd the Trade. But if the 
3 Naar Goods 
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Goods thus to be made by the Pariſh-Poor, could not 
have een ſold ſo cheap by their Pariſh-Officers, as 
the like Goods made by other induſtrious Mecha- 
picks then malt thoſe Pariſh Goods have lain upon 
the Hands of their Pariſh-Officers, or been ſold by 
them to the Loſs of their Pariſh, And in either Cale 
have added a New-Charge to their Poor-Rates.
